Kennett, Mo., March 27.—Three 
men are being held in the Dunklin 
County jail here for questioning 
in the murder of O. D. Brown, 66 
years old, farmer whose body was j 
found on Highway 84 near here 
yesterday. The men were taken 
into custody by the Sheriff after j 
it was learned that they had been' 
seen eating and drinking with him j 
\ earlier in the day. All have de­ 
nied any 
knowledge 
of

Brown came to his death. 
Erown was badly cut and bruis­ 
ed, mostly on the head, and of­ 
ficers said he apparently had been 
beaten to death with a piece of 
metal, possibly a jack handle or 
a tire tool. A Coroner’s jury, fol­ 
lowing am inquest last night, found 
that he had grst been killed and 
then thrown from a moving auto­ 
mobile.

velt." 
The first, dated Sept 6, 
1932,

"It has always been my belief 
that while those high in authority 
in any political organization get 
most of the lime-light and ap­ 
plause, elections are won by will­ 
ingness and ability of those who 
deal, directly with the voters. 


“If I should be fortunate en­ 
ough to be elected. I want you to 
know that I will feel it has been 
due n very large measure to the

Oct. 29. 1932 and read in part: 
“By the time this letter reach- 
es you, the critical moment of; 
this presidential election will h ave1

of our party, not even with the 
leaders of our party, not even with 
the leaders of our state organiza­ 
tions, but in the hands of our lo­ 
cal committeemen and women and 
on their shoulders rests the re­ 
sponsibility of getting the voters 
to the polls.
